20 /tem, That there be a prefent: and due ſurvey made 
of all goods whatſoever, charged with this Exciſe, now res 
maining in aty place whatſoever unſold or unretailed ; and 
rhat the ſeverall Pcrſons in whoſe poſicſhon they-are, do 
pay or give ſecurity-to pay the Exciſe {ct apon them. Prs- 
wacd alwayes, That fince the way of this Exciſe is new, 
and the miſchiefs, inconveniences, and diſorders in ſctling. 
the ſc verall rates, levyingthe ſame, and impoſing penaltics 
iD manner and.torm aforeſaid, cannot be wcll forcfeen, and: 
at firſt prevented ; His Majeſty, by the advice and confent 
of the Lords and Commons of Parliament here Aſſems 
bled at Oxford, or of fuchCommitrec of the Mcmbers of 
both Houſes , or the Major number. of them as they ſhall. 
appoint to that purpoſe, may from time to time, and arall 
times have Power to revoke or alter any of the Rates or:

Provided alſo, for the better eaſc and convenicncy of all 
ſuch of His Mijeſtics Subje&s , who are Maſters and Go- 
vernors of privatc Familics, the Commiſſioners in their re- 
ſpeRive Counties and places of imployment, their Deputy 
or Dcputies, or any ewo or more of them within their re- 
ſpeRive Diviſions , hall have powerto compound and ae 
greewith fuch perſons, and every of them, for a weekly 
ayment of a ccrtain fumme of Money in groſle, in licu 
and tu!l ſatisfa&ion of all the Rates hercby impoſed upon 
ſuch Commoditics as ſhall bc killed, raiſed, or made in the 
ſaid private Famil es, to be ſpent within rhe ſame for their 
on uſc, and not for lalc, if they defire the ſame.
